Hamilton Drills To Test Cap ab ility Und er Fallout

One day soon—probably be­ 
fore the end of this month— 
North Marmites may be start­ 
led to hear the blast of air raid 
warning sirens at Hamilton Air 
Force Base. 
The sirens will herald, not 
impending disaster, but base* 
wide drills aimed at carrying 
out a new Air Force policy: 


Don’t evacuate air defense sta­ 
tions 
because 
of radioactive 
fallout; man them and fight 
on as efficiently as possible.. 
The conclusions on which the 
policy is based are: 
I. 
U.S. capabilities of detect­ 
ing an enemy raid in advance 
make it probable that so many 
hostile 
aircraft 
or 
missiles 
would be destroyed en route 


or would not pinpoint their tar­ 
gets that many, most or even 
all air defense stations would 
not be “ bullseyed.” The main 
threat would be from radioac­ 
tive fallout. 
CAN LIVE, FIGHT 


2. 
People can live, work and 
fight, up to high percentages 
of full efficiency, under light 
of medium fallout. 


3. 
Relatively simple prepara­ 
tions, including shelters and 
drill, can greatly increase the 
survival rate and fighting effi­ 
ciency of a military unit oper­ 
ating under fallout. 
Hamilton’s drills, which are 
being and will be duplicated at 
other U.S. Air Force stations 
the world over, will be part of 
a program which tin keeping 


with the military tendency to 
call everything pronounceably 
by its initials) is known as 
“ DECUF”—Defense Capability 
Under Fallout. 
KEEP EM FLYING 
Its objective is to keep fight­ 
er planes in the air to knock 
down as many enemy planes 
or missiles as possible. 
Under heavy fallout, the ef­ 


fort would have to be abandon­ 
ed, 
and 
aircraft 
evacuated. 
This, 
incidentally, 
has 
long 
been planned and often prac­ 
ticed by the fighter squadrons, 
according to Hamilton officials 
But the probabilities, as out­ 
lined by base commander Col. 
G. F. Ceuleers, are that Ham­ 
ilton would be under, at worst, 
medium fallout. Short of a di­ 


rect 
hit 
or very-near 
miss, 
Hamilton and most of Marin 
would probably benefit from 
winds blowing off the ocean. 
Hence the drills — to ready 
personnel and physical facili- 
1 ties to the point where, if the 
Pearl Harbor cry “ this is no 
drill’’ ever rings across Hamil­ 
ton, the base will suffer the 
least possible loss. 


Everybody at Hamilton will 
have a specific thing to do and 
a specific place to do it. This 
includes everybody down to de­ 
pendents who would merely 
have specific places to take 
shelter. 
An attack would create a 
cold-blooded caste system in 
the Air Force. At its top level

Export 
of 
Russian 
River 
water to Marin County from 
Coyote 
Valley 
Dam 
moved 
closer to 
reality 
this week 
when Mendocino County water 
officials expressed interest in 
the proposal. 
At a meeting Monday night 
in Santa Rosa, directors of the 
Mendocino County Russian Riv­ 
er Flood Control and Water 
Conservation Improvement Dis­ 
trict indicated willingness to 
join Sonoma County in export­ 
ing water to Marin. 
But they told directors of 
the Sonoma County Flood Con­ 
trol and Water Conservation 
District they want to make 
certain that water needs of 
Mendocino 
farm ers 
d o w n ­ 
stream from the dam will be 
met first. 
They plan to dis­ 
cuss the m atter soon at a meet­ 
ing in Ukiah. 
Sonoma County supervisors, 
as directors of the Sonoma dis­ 
trict, already have expressed 
willingness to offer a firm com­ 
mitment of 10,000 acre feet of 
surplus Coyote Valley Dam wa­ 
ter to the North Marin Water 
District. 
The water would be 
sold 
in 
increasing 
amounts, 
with the 10,000-acre-foot peak 
to be reached by 198 0. 
Neither 
the 
Sonoma 
nor 
Mendocino district can export 
water without the other’s con­ 
sent. The latter owns 11.3 per 
cent of the dam’s 60,000 acre- 
foot water conservation pool, 
and the Sonoma district owns 
the rest. 
As a co-partner in the propos­ 
ed export to Marin, the Men­ 
docino district would be allow­ 
ed to sell about one-eighth of 
its sm aller share of 8 ,000 acre 
feet of stored water.

Ask Tax Hikes 


Declares Defense 


Budget, Military 


Forces Adequate 


WASHINGTON (UPP— Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower today chal­ 
lenged congressional critics of 
his defense policies to have 
the courage to ask for higher 
taxes when they call for larger 
armed forces. 
In 
h is 
ninth 
consecutive 
weekly meeting with reporters 
since the first of the year, the 
President warned 
s t r o n g l y 
against reacting to each new in­ 
ternational crisis with demands 
for appreciably larger armed 
forces. He said some of these 
demands are hysterical. 


NOT TO EUROPE 
Furthermore, he told report­ 
ers that if Congress forced ad­ 
ditional military manpower on 
him at this time, he had no in­ 
tention as commander in chief 
of sending added manpower to 
Europe. 
He said the United States 
could not win a ground war in 
central Europe over the Ber­ 
lin crisis or anything else. He 
accepted the fact that nuclear 
weapons might have to be used 
if the Russians were so foolish 
as to start a war. But he said 
he did not believe anyone, even 
the Russians, would launch a 
self - defeating, self - destroying 
m ajor nuclear war. (See story 
on page 16.) 


DEFENSE COMES FIRST 
As to the merits of a bal­ 
anced budget versus national 
s e c u r i t y , 
Eisenhower 
said 
quickly there was no contest— 
defense would come first. 
Under questioning, 
he said 
that even if the federal gov­ 
ernment was operating with a 
surplus, 
he would not spend 
more than currently budgeted 
on the armed forces as such. 
It was at this point that 
Eisenhower challenged the pro­ 
ponents of larger armed forces 
to have the courage to ask for 
higher taxes when they ask for 
more men.

A Sausalito man is thankful 
today that his boss missed him 
enough when he failed to show 
up for work Monday to do 
something about finding out 
where he was. 
When Randolph (Duke) Ruff- 
ner, 44, office manager for 
Moore Business Forms in San 
Francisco, failed to show up 
on schedule Monday, his boss, 
E. Y. Wells, had a hunch that 
Ruffner was in trouble in his 
boat somewhere in the bay. 
Wells called the Coast Guard, 
knowing Ruffner had gone to 
Bethel Island Sunday to get his 
boat, Lulubelle, and return it 
to Sausalito, where he lives on 
a houseboat. 
Somewhat belatedly—yester­ 
day in fact— the Coast Guard 
sighted Ruffner and his part­ 
ner, Jesse Stevens, 40, of San 


Francisco in the boat. 
It was 
stuck fast in a mud bank near 
Mare Island, where the paid 
had been marooned, cold and t 
hungry for some 40 hours. 


By the time the Coast Guard 
started pulling *Lulubelle off 
the mud, Stevens had become 
impatient and tried to swim 
ashore, only to get himself 
stuck in the mud. This requir­ 
ed the added services of a 
Coast Guard helicopter to hoist 
him to safety. 


The two men were taken 
aboard the Coast Guard craft 
suffering from nothing more 
than hunger. 
Ruffner formerly kept his 
boat in San Rafael but recently 
moved it to Sausalito. 
He had 
taken it to Bethel Island in an 
effort to sell it.

U.S. Law Can't Hit 
Hayden In Tahiti 


(Picture on page 8 ) 
Actor Sterling Hayden, who 
defied a Los Angeles court or­ 
der by sailing his four children 
out of Sausalito to French is­ 
lands in the South Seas, is be­ 
yond the reach of American 
laws as long as he stays there. 
This legal opinion arrived to­ 
day in Marin from the state De­ 
partment in Washington, which 
said the strapping actor and his 
crew cannot be extradited un­ 
der existing U.S.-French treat­ 
ies. Child stealing and kidnap­ 
ing are extraditable offenses, 
but not “ conspiracy” as charg­ 
ed in complaint issued by Dist. 
Atty. W. O. Weissich. 
“ Nothing can be done as long 
as he remains in French terri­ 
tory,” said Weissich. “ If he 
goes to another country, we 
can then ask for the status of 
extradition agreements w i t h 
that country.” 
Weissich explained he can­ 
not charge Hayden with child 
stealing or kidnaping because 
the actor has custody of his 
children. Hayden defied the or­ 
der of a Los Angeles Superior 
Court judge in January by tak­ 
ing his children out of the 
country. 
Hayden's divorced wife. Mrs. 
Betty Ann DeNoon Hayden, 36, 
of Los Angeles, flew her attor­ 
neys into Marin to get a com­ 
plaint signed against the actor. 
At her request, Weissich is­ 
sued a complaint against Hay­ 
den and 
IO crew members, 
charging them with conspiracy 
to commit contempt of court, 
child theft, contributing to the 
delinquency of minors and en­ 
dangering the lives of minors. 
The 
minors 
are 
Hayden’s 


four children, Christian, 
IO; 
Dana, 9; Gretchen, 8 , and Mat­ 
thew’, 6. 
The actor took the young­ 
sters on his 98 -foot schooner, 
Wanderer, on a movie-making j 
trip to the Marquesas Islands 
and Tahiti. 
After issuing the complaint, 
Weissich waited to see where 
Hayden would turn up. When 
he landed at the Marquesas. 
Weissich wrote to Washington, 
D.C., for a legal clarification 
on 
extradition 
treaties 
with 
France. 


Death Sentence 
Reversed, New 
Trial Ordered 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — The 
California Supreme Court re­ 
versed the death sentence and 
ordered a new trial for Earl F. 
Matlock yesterday, holding that 
Los Angeles Superior 
Court 
Judge Roy Dawson had improp­ 
erly excluded evidence in the 
first trial. 
Matlock, 37. of Los Angeles, 
was found guilty of killing Max 
Shayne, a Los Angeles money 
lender, on Sept. 29, 1957. Mat­ 
lock contended he was precipi­ 
tated into strangling Shayne 
because the latter wanted to 
commit suicide.

Passenger Service 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD— The 
California Pu blic Utilities Com­ 
mission has accu sed Sou thern 
Pacific railroad of deliberately 
try ing to abandon its passenger 
serv ice. 
The charge came in a sweep­ 
ing 3-2 ru ling that climax ed a 
two-y ear su rv ey of the rail­ 
road’s serv ices in California. 
The 36 -page decision assert­ 
ed that ev idence presented by 
the railroad du ring the su rv ey 
“ is ex aggerated to a great ex ­ 
tent and is lacking in integ­ 
rity .” 
“The ev idence u nq u estion­ 
ably establishes the fact that 
Sou thern Pacific has no desire 
to compete with other rail­ 
roads and other common car­ 
riers for passenger bu siness,” 
the commission report said. 
The PUC noted that S P. only 
spent $400,000 in 19 57 for pas­ 
senger adv ertising, while Sants 
Fe spent two million dollars 
and Union Pacific two-and-one- 
half million. 
Large losses on S P. trains 
cou ld be av oided by rev amping 
m eal serv ice, the commission 
said, directing the railroad to

your regular fueling procedure: 


1. No smoking at the dock, 
on or around the boat. 


2. Stop all engines, fans and 
other dev ices that might cause 
sparks. 


3. Shut all windows, ports 
and hatches. (Gasoline fumes 
drop through open areas down 
into the bilges, so don't giv e 
them a chance.) 


4. Know 
in 
adv ance 
just 
about how much fuel you need; 
this will make it easier for the 
attendant to av oid spillage. 
If 
there is any spillage, be sure to 
wipe up and hose off thorough. 
iy. 
5. Don’t let anyone hurry 
you, Skipper! Be methodical. 
6. Be 
sure 
the 
attendant 
makes metal to metal contact 
between the fuel nozzle and the 
metal filler top so that no static 
spark can occur. 
7. When the fueling is fin­ 
ished, and not 
before, 
open 
windows, hatches, etc., and air 
the boat thoroughly; v entilate 
the bilges. 


FUELING A BOAT,and gas­ 
sing up an automobile are far 
different operations. The dock 
attendant may be new and may 
hav e just come from a gas sta­ 
tion job. He may not yet hav e' 
learned the difference. 
Don’t 
y o u let your boat become the 
object lesson! See that the job 
is done the way y o u want it 
done; in a safe manner! If there 
ev er was a time 
when 
you 
should act out your captain’s 
role, it is no w, at the fueling 
dock. 
During a busy day, you may 
be fueling up while other boats 
are circling about waiting to 
get to the dock. There is a 
great temptation to cast off 
as quickly as possible and make 
room for those waiting. 
But 
this is one place where this 
courtesy should not apply. The 
boats waiting expect you to 
fuel safely, so don’t be hu r­ 
ried. 
The job of giv ing efficient 
and satisfactory serv ice to boat 
owners belongs to the fuel dock 
operator. Your job is to keep 
your boat and passengers safe. 
When you hav e completed 
v netilating the boat (fiv e m in­ 
utes at least), start your engine 
and leav e the dock at once.

One-Man Fiction Factory Chose 


Writing To Bypass Boredom 


NEW YORK 
— A boy ish- 
looking ex -Army officer virtu­ 
ally unknown to the public is 
making a strong bid to be­ 
come 
Am erica’s 
best-selling 
author. 
“ I never bothered to learn 
to parse a sentence in school.” 
dry ly remarked John D. Mac­ 
Donald. But he now earns 
more in a y ear than Edgar 
Alla n Poe earned in a lifetim e, 
and is creeping up fast on Ers- 
kine 
Caldwell 
and 
Mickey 
Spillane. 


This one-man fiction factory 
has turned out 38 books and 
some 500 short stories, novel­ 
ettes and serials — a total of 
more than 15 million words— 
since 19 45. His books have 
sold some 14 million copies in 
IO countries. 
MacDonald, 42, first turned 
to his ty pewriter in 19 44 w hen 
he was stationed with the Of­ 
fice of Stra tegic Services in 
Cey lon. 


“ The only kind of letters 
y ou could get through censor­ 
ship then made pretty dull 
rea ding,” he recalled. “ So, in­ 


stead of a letter, I wrote my 
w ife a short story . 
“ She sold it to a magazine 
for $25, and I decided right 
then that it looked like an 
ea sy way to earn a living.” 


But it didn’t turn out to be 
so easy . In the four months 
of his term ina l Army leave 
M a c D o n a l d wrote 8 00,000 
words — the equiva lent of IO 
books — and lost 20 pounds. 
“ It was pretty h o r r i b l e 
stuff,” he a cknowledged, “ but 
it taught me my trade 
At 
tim es I had 50 short stories in 
the mails at once. 
“ When they came back re­ 
jected and crinkled. I used to 
iron the pages fla t to save the 
trouble of rety ping them and 
send them out again. Later, 
I burned them a ll.”

SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown has 
won his battle to help return 
California to the horse and 
buggy day s by forcing through 
the legisla ture a bill for a 
fix ed 65-mile an hour speed 
lim it. 
Reluctantly , the State Sen­ 
ate approved the measure, in 
the fa ce of many a quip from 
the senators, most of whom 
talked against the bill, but 
turned around and voted for 
it. 
The same situation occurred 
in the Transportation Com­ 
m ittee, which approved the 
measure with tongue in cheek. 
Most of the m embers of the 
com m ittee were aga inst it, but 
as Sen. Donald Grunsky , <R- 
W atsonville), voted for it be­ 
ca use “ the governor wanted 
it.” 


SE N A T O R 
G R U N S K Y 
changed his mind on the Sen­ 
a te floor, however. He told 
the sena tors he had recon­ 
sidered a fter giving the mea­ 
sure an ay e vote in com m it­ 
tee, and had come to the con­ 
clusion the bill “ would 
do 
nothing toward cutting down 
a ccidents, and plenty toward 
seeing 
that 
more 
speeding 
tickets were issued.” 
He ca lled a ttention to the 
fact tha t the Highway Patrol 
would probably allow a five 
m ile tolera nce any how, and 
not arrest at 70 mph. If this 
occurs, of course, the bill will 
be hy pocritical in the final 
analy sis. 
All of which caused a nother 
sena tor to rise and ask whe­ 
ther this might not be the 
governor’s a nswer to balanc­ 
ing the budget! 


THE HUE AND ( RY for a 
fix ed speed lim it was raised 
by Bernard Caldwell, Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol com m is­ 
sioner, who served under two 
Republican 
governors, 
War­ 
ren an d Knight. Caldwell has 


been relea sed from service, 
and another Republican, Brad­ 
ford Crittenden, has been giv­ 
en the choice politica l plum 
by Governor Brown. 
All of which ca used one 
observer to remark that the 
Dem ocratic governor wants to 
blame the hue and cry that 
will a rise over the flood of 
tickets which will be inevit­ 
able a fter Jan. I, on the op­ 
position party !

W A S H I N G T O N (C Q )-

campaigns will at lea st be new 
prom inence for the a ged and 
perhaps som e revolutiona ry 
legisla tion to solve their prob­ 
lems. 
Popula tion sta tistics ex plain 
the new respect politicians are 
showing for their elders. The 
Census Bureau estim a tes that 
in 19 60 there will be almost 
16 million people 65 y ears old 
or more. Tha t’s one-quarter of 
the total vote for President in 
19 56. 
The Bureau estim a tes that 
1,270,000 people in California 
will be 65 or more in 19 60. 
They w ill represent S.3 per 
cent of the sta te’s total popu­ 
lation. 


THE REPUBLICAN Nation­ 
al Committee is sta rting up 
special clubs all over the coun­ 
try to woo the oldsters’ vote. 
The blue print calls for en­ 
rolling persons 60 y ears old or 
more in Senior Republican 
Clubs. 
Na tiona l 
Republican 
lea ders are telling organizers 
to put their clubs to work 
solving problems of the aged 
on the local and sta te level. As 
for the national level, this slo­ 
gan has been c o i n e d : “ A 
stea dy dollar for sa fe pen­ 
sions.” 
This GOP courting of the 
elderly will get a lift from 
the Eisenhower Adm inistra­ 
tion’s preparations for a White 
House Conference on the Ag­ 
ing in 19 61. 


THE DEMOCRATIC Na tion­ 
al Committee say s it has no 
plans to set up specia l senior 
clubs. Instead, the Democrats 
will rely hea vily on legisla tive 
efforts in Congress where they 
command strong majorities. 
There are two separate activ­ 
ities there concerning the ag­ 
ed, one in the Senate and one 
in the House. 
In the Sena te, liberal Sen. 
Pat McNamara (D, Mich.) is 
preparing for a series of hear­ 
ings on the problems of the 
aged. His specia l subcom m it­ 
tee has $8 5,000 to spend on 
its investiga tion. The hearings 
to be held in far-flung cities 
will put the Dem ocratic con­ 
cern in the national spotlight. 


In the House, libera l Demo­ 
crats are ex pected to catch 
the ey e of elderly persons 
through 
a ttem pts

them Federa l hea lth i n s u r ­ 
ance. Attention is focused on 
a bill sponsored by Rep. Aim e 
J. Forand (D,R.I.), s e c o n d 
ra nking member of the House 
Way s and Means Com mittee 
which is in charge cf the bill. * 
The Forand bill would pro­ 
vide persons eligible to re­ 
ceive social security checks ^ 
with hospitalization surgica l 
and nursing home insurance. 
Besides surgery the Govern-' 
m ent would pay for up to 60 
day s of hospita lization and 60 
day s of nursing hom e care a 
y ear. The bill has a 50-50 - 
chance of passing in this Con­ 
gress.

Hamilton Drills To Test Capability Under Fallout' 


* 
By ROSS W. ASHLEY 


One day soon—probably be­ 
fore the end of this month— 
North Marinites may be start­ 
led to hear the blast of air raid 
warning sirens at Hamilton Air 
Force Base. 
The sirens will herald, not 
impending disaster, but base- 
wide drills aimed at carrying 
out a new Air Force policy: 


Don’t evacuate air defense sta­ 
tions because of radioactive 
fallout; man them and fight 
on as efficiently as possible.. 
The conclusions on which the 
policy is based are: 
1. 
U.S. capabilities of detect­ 
ing an enemy raid in advance 
make it probable that so many 
hostile 
aircraft 
or 
missiles 
would be destroyed en route 


or would not pinpoint their tar­ 
gets that many, most or even 
all air defense stations would 
not be “bullseyed.” The main 
threat would be from radioac­ 
tive fallout. 


CAN LIVE, FIGHT 


2. 
People can live, work and 
fight, up to high percentages 
of full efficiency, under light 
ot medium fallout. 


3. 
Relatively simple prepara­ 
tions, including shelters and 
drill, can greatly increase the 
survival rate and fighting effi­ 
ciency of a military unit oper­ 
ating under fallout. 
Hamilton’s drills, which are 
being and will be duplicated at 
other U.S. Air Force stations 
the world over, will be part of 
a program which (in keeping 


with the military tendency to 
call everything pronounceably 
by its initials) is known as

Export

At a meeting Monday night 
in Santa Rosa, directors of the 
Mendocino County Russian Riv­ 
er Flood Control and Water 
Conservation Improvement Dis­ 
trict indicated willingness to 
join Sonoma County in export­ 
ing water to Marin. 
But they told directors of 
the Sonoma County Flood Con­ 
trol and Water Conservation 
District they want to make 
certain that water needs of 
Mendocino 
farmers 
d o wn ­ 
stream from the dam will be 
met first. 
They plan to dis­ 
cuss the matter soon at a meet­ 
ing in Ukiah. 
Sonoma County supervisors, 
as directors of the Sonoma dis­ 
trict, already have expressed 
willingness to offer a firm com­ 
mitment of 10,000 acre feet of 
surplus Coyote Valley Dam wa­ 
ter to the North Marin Water 
District. 
The water would be 
sold in increasing amounts, 
with the 10,000-acre-foot peak 
to be reached by 1980. 
Neither 
the 
Sonoma 
nor 
Mendocino district can export 
water without the other’s con­ 
sent. The latter owns 11.3 per 
cent of the dam’s 60,000 acre- 
foot water conservation pool, 
and the Sonoma district owns 
the rest. 
As a co-partner in the propos­ 
ed export to Marin, the Men­ 
docino district would be allow­ 
ed to sell about one-eighth of 
its smaller share of 8,000 acre 
feet of stored water. 


WASHINGTON (UPD — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower today chal­ 
lenged congressional critics of 
his defense policies to have 
the courage to ask for higher 
taxes when they call for larger 
armed forces.

But he said 
he did not believe anyone, even 
the Russians, would launch a 
self - defeating, self - destroying 
major nuclear war.

s e c u r i t y , Eisenhower said 
quickly there was no contest— 
defense would come first.

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Marmites Support 
Billboard Proposal 


I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO—Marin Sen. 
John F. McCarthy warned yes­ 
terday that “the day is com­ 
ing when outdoor advertising 
will be completely out of bus­ 
iness,” declaring that unless 
some regulation 
is imposed 
“the masses of people in Cal­ 
ifornia will rise up and pass 
a constitutional amendment do­ 
ing away with billboards.” 
McCarthy’s warning was giv­ 
en before the Senate Business 
and Professions Committee in 
support of his bill regulating 
outdoor advertising. A stand­ 
ing-room-only crowd of more 
than 100 persons, many of them 
from Marin, loudly applauded 
his stand. 
BUSINESS COMPLAINS 
The industry testified it was 
being pushed out of business 
by the regulation. Loyal Gil- 
mour, international president 
of the Billposters, Billers and 
Distributors Union, stated that 
under further regulation “there 
will be a gradual elimination of 
our trade.” 
Allen Lefevre, Foster 
and 
Kleiser lobbyist, 
called 
the 
measure “an unfair attack on 
those businesses which depend 
on outdoor advertising.” 
OTHER OPPONENTS 
He was joined in opposition 
by motel and hotel operators, 
the state Chamber of Com­ 
merce and labor unions. 
The partisan crowd, repre­ 
senting mainly garden clubs, 
conservation groups and road­ 
side 
organizations applauded 
bill supporters and sometimes 
booed testimony by opponents. 
Ted Reynolds, lobbyist for the 
California Roadside Council, co­ 
ordinated the supporters and 
summarized the testimony this 
way: 
“The bill is equitable and 
does no serious harm, 
while 


accomplishing our basic pur­ 
pose of beautifying California’s 
roadsides.” 


TERMS OF BILL 
The measure would prohibit, 
except by permit, advertising 
displays within 500 feet of a 
state freeway or expressway or 
or any other road designated 
by a county’s supervisors as be­ 
ing “scenic.” It would be ap­ 
plicable only in non-incorpor­ 
ated areas, however, and not 
in areas zoned either commerc­ 
ial or industrial. 
In addition, it 
limits 
the 
size of billboards to 150 square 
feet, about half the size of the 
present average board; requir­ 
es that boards shall be not 
closer than 1,000 feet apart; 
that they not 
advertise 
the 
same thing within view of each 
other, and that no trade name 
advertising be allowed. 


‘NOT ENOUGH’ 
One supporter of the bill, 
Mrs. T. J. Donnelly of San An- 
selmo, rose from the audience 
to say she didn’t think it went 
far enough. “It seems to me 
this would merely 
limit 
the 
size of billboards but not do 
much else,” she declared.

Man Accused 
In Plot To Kill

INCOME TAX FACTS 
Special Garb 
Costs Are 
Deductible

You can d e d u c t all the ex­ 
penses you incur in the collec­ 
tion or in the production of tax- 
table income, including all the 
expenses of determining your 
tax liability, or 
c o n t e s t i n g 
your tax liabil­ 
ity, and this in- 
c l u d e s 
al l 
kinds of taxes. 
“In the case 
of an individ­ 
ual, there shall 
be allowed as 
a deduction all 
the ordinary 
® 
» urti , and necessary 
Peter J.W lkelexpenses paid 
or incurred during the taxable 
year: 
“1. For the production or col­ 
lection of income; 
“2. For the management, 
conservation, or maintenance 
of property held for the pro­ 
duction of income; or 
“3. In connection with the 
determination, 
cellection, or 
refund of any tax.” 
“Other deductions” is the 
catch-all for the many non­ 
business deductions which are 
too 
numerous for separate 
scheduling on page 2 of form 
1040. Principal among these 
are the unreimbursed expenses 
of employees, (other than out­ 
side 
salesmen) 
for 
clerical 
help, stationery, business en­ 
tertainment, union dues, uni­ 
forms, tools, and so on. 
Some of the other expenses 
of employees which can be de­ 
ducted only on page 2, if unre­ 
imbursed and if deductions are 
itemized, include: 
Subscription to professional 
journals, etc.; union dues; tools 
and supplies; uniforms (see be­ 
low); fees paid to an employ­ 
ment agency; other amounts 
which are ordinary and neces­ 
sary to the performance of the 
duties of the employee. 
Generally, the cost and the 
maintenance of ordinary work 
clothing is a personal expense 
and not deductible. However, if 
an employee is engaged in an 
occupation which requires spe­ 
cial apparel or equipment — 
such as ball players, firemen, 
police 
officers, 
aviators 
or 
nurses — the costs of the uni­ 
forms or special equipment are 
deductible if they are specific­ 
ally required as a condition of 
employment, and are not adapt­ 
able to general or continued 
usage so as to take the place 
or ordinary clothing. Costs to 
reservists of the armed forces 
of uniforms worn only while 
performing duties as reservists 
are deductible — except to the 
extent of non-taxable allow­ 
ances received therefor. B u t 
costs of uniforms of the armed 
forces personnel on full time 
active duty are not deductible. 
Other expenses which are 
deductible here are employ­ 
ment fees, amounts paid for 
the preparation of an income 
tax return, employees’ bond 
premiums and periodic alimony 
payments made to a divorced 
or separated spouse pursuant to 
a divorce; a decree of separate 
maintenance or a separation 
agreement.

Ike Feels Russ 
Won't Go To 
War On Berlin 


But Should Conflict 
Erupt, He Implies 


Use O f A-Weapons 


Combined AP & UPI 
WASHINGTON — President 
Eisenhower said today he does 
not believe Russia would be 
unwise enough to start a war 
over Berlin. 
But should war erupt, he de­ 
clared, the United States has 
no intention of becoming in­ 
volved in conventional ground 
fighting. 
Eisenhower said if the Rus­ 
sians should be foolish enough 
to start hostilities in the Ber­ 
lin crisis, then would be the 
time to decide whether to use 
nuclear weapons to protect the 
Western position. 
He said flatly that the Unit­ 
ed States could not win a 
ground war in Europe and 
there was no point in sending 
any 
more 
American 
forces 
there. 
LAST RESORT 
The President made it clear 
at his news conference that 
he contemplated resort to nu­ 
clear weapons only if it became 
certain that Russia was deter­ 
mined to push matters to the 
point of a conflict which could 
not be handled by the five 
American 
divisions 
now 
in 
Europe. 
Although he declined to say 
flatly that nuclear weapons 
would be used by American 
forces in the event the Soviets 
start shooting, he left an im­ 
plication that if major hostili­ 
ties broke out the nuclear 
might of the United States 
would be the only ultimate re­ 
course. 
He said firmly the United 
States will do whatever needs 
to be done to protect its rights 
and responsibilities in West 
Berlin. 
WON’T BACK DOWN 
This government, he said, 
will never back down in the 
face of Soviet pressure there. 
Again, as he did last week, 
Eisenhower cautioned against 
any hysterical approach to the 
Berlin crisis. 
He called for 
sober study. 
The President said he did 
not think very much of Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev’s 
offer that token Allied forces, 
along 
with 
some 
Russian 
troops, remain in West Berlin 
if it were made a “free city” 
Eisenhower said he believes 
the American public is soberly 
aware of dangers in the Berlin 
situation. 
The country knows how seri­ 
ous the situation is or it 
wouldn’t be voting all the 
money that is being required 
for defense, he said. 
He 
added, 
however, 
that 
those who are advocating still 
greater 
d e f e n s e 
spending 
should have the courage to 
back higher taxes to pay for 
it.

2. Stop all engines, fans and 
other devices that might cause 
sparks. 


3. Shut all windows, ports 
and hatches. (Gasoline fumes 
drop through open areas down 
into the bilges, so don’t give 
them a chance.) 


4. Know 
in 
advance 
just 
about how much fuel you need; 
this will make it easier for the 
attendant to avoid spiUage. If 
there is any spillage, be sure to 
wipe up and hose off thorough. 
iy. 
5. Don’t let anyone hurry 
you, Skipper! Be methodical. 
6. Be 
sure 
the 
attendant 
makes metal to metal contact 
between the fuel nozzle and the 
metal filler top so that no static 
spark can occur. 
7. When the fueling is fin­ 
ished, and not 
before, 
open 
windows, hatches, etc., and air 
the boat thoroughly; ventilate 
the bilges. 


FUELING A BOAT,and gas­ 
sing up an automobile are far 
different operations. The dock 
attendant may be new and may 
have just come from a gas sta­ 
tion job. He may not yet have' 
learned the difference. 
Don’t 
you let your boat become the 
object lesson! See that the job 
is done the way you want it 
done; in a safe manner! If there 
ever was a time 
when 
you 
should act out your captain’s 
role, it is now, at the fueling 
dock. 
During a busy day, you may 
be fueling up while other boats 
are circling about waiting to 
get to the dock. There is a 
great temptation to cast off 
as quickly as possible and make 
room for those waiting. But 
this is one place where this 
courtesy should not apply. The 
boats waiting expect you to 
fuel safely, so don’t be hur­ 
ried. 
The job of giving efficient 
and satisfactory service to boat 
owners belongs to the fuel dock 
operator. Your job is to keep 
your boat and passengers safe. 
When you have completed 
vnetilating the boat (five min­ 
utes at least), start your engine 
and leave the dock at once.

Mix Vz 
cup lukewarm water with 1 
tbsp. brown sugar, and 3 yeast 
cakes, crumbled.

Vz cup butter 
1 lb. brown sugar 
2 eggs, beaten 
3-4 sq. melted chocolate 
Vz cup buttermilk 
2 tsp. vanilla 
2V4 cake flour 
Vz tsp. salt 


1 cup boiling water

2 tsp. soda 
Cream butter and gradually 
add sugar. Add beaten eggs 
(beat hard). Add melted choco­ 
late, buttermilk and vanilla. 
Gradually add cake flour 
with salt. Beat after each addi­ 
tion. Stir soda in boiling water 
and stir into batter. 
Bake in a 9x12 pan at 375* 
15 minutes and 350° 30 min­ 
utes, or three 8” round cake 
pans bake at 375* 12 minutes;

The makers of a leading brand 
of non-fat powdered milk have 
finally broken through the time 
barrier with a new process pow. 
dered milk, not that its prede­ 
cessor wasn’t a whiz at dissolv­ 
ing. 
There’s no getting around it, 
non-fat milk has improved tre­ 
mendously 
since 
our 
grade 
school days, when an enterpris­ 
ing teacher gave us each a taste 
of what was then being recom­ 
mended for the indigent poor 
elsewhere in the world. 
And for a couple of decades, 
this product was pretty much 
restricted to export. About 16 
years ago however, one brave 
processor s t a r t e d breaking 
down consumer resistance with 
a much-improved product, and 
all the major milk companies 
have added their improvements 
and shared in the harvest. 
Needless to say, today’s pow- 
dered milk doesn’t even look 
like the stuff our teacher had 
us sample. The other point in 
its favor—you can mix up a 
quart of it for the price of a 
cup of fresh, whole milk. 
At 
half the calories. 
WHAT’S NEXT? 
The “quicker than instant” 
claim brings-up another prob­ 
lem. The foods industry has 
borrowed Hollywood’s predilec­ 
tion for superlatives. There are 
still a lot of so-called “instant” 
products on the market which 
are going to give some advertis 
ing man a headache about the 
product when it is improved 
still more. 
The alternative: erase the 
time barrier. Let’s all take a 
rocket for the moon yesterday 
and start from scratch. 
If you still have doubts about 
cooking with instant non-fat 
milk, you might try this recipe 
for Lobster Bisque, which the 
chefs at the Hotel St. Francis 
prepared according to the reci­ 
pe developed by home econo­ 
mist Gertrude Michalove, who 
makes a living cooking up this 
one product in new and delect­ 
able ways. 
LOBSTER BISQUE 
Makes about 4 (1 cup) servings 


4 cups liquefied nonfat dry 
milk 
2 slices onion 
1 stalk celery 
1 bay leaf 
2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley 
Va cup butter 
Va cup flour

1 (7-oz.) can lobster, drain­

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Fancy Title And Wild Fling 
Of Baking Powder In Cake 


Bouche de Fromage is a 
fancy title. What it actually 
means is cheese pastry. Actual­ 
ly, it takes form as elegant 
shells for a variety of hors 
d’oeuvre mixtures. 


This and a recipe for a maple 
cake, where you do NOT sift 
the baking powder with the 
flour were presented Friday by 
Paul Mayer, who is currently 
conducting a cooking school 
under auspices of the Outdoor 
Art Club of Mill Valley. 


BOUCHE DE FROMAGE 
Cream 1 lb. of butter. Add 
and continue creaming until 
well blended, Vz lb. of process 
cheese, at room temperature. 
Then blend in thoroughly 3 
cups of flour. Roll the pastry 
out on a well floured surface 
and cut into rounds. Place the 
rounds in small muffin tins, 
and press a fluted paper cup 
into each tin. Bake from 15-20 


minutes in a 400* oven, or until 
the pastry is a rich golden 
brown. (Makes about 96 tiny 
pastry 
shells.) 
Remove 
the 
paper from inside the shells, 
and use these papers as holders 
for the shells. 


Suggested Filling: 
Mix together 1 lb. of tiny bay 
shrimp with just enough may­ 
onnaise to bind them. Season 
with tomato paste, salt, pepper, 
and sweet basil. Fill a spoonful 
into each shell, and top with a 
small star of mayonnaise. 
For Cheese Straws: 
Cut the rolled pastry into 
strips, or into shapes with a 
cookie cutter. Brush the sur­ 
faces with egg beaten with a 
little water, sprinkle with car­ 
away seed and bake as directed 
above. 


MAPLE CAKE 
Cream Vz cup of butter, and 


continue creaming until the 
mixture is almost white in 
color. Then beat in 4 egg yolks. 
Sift \V z cups of cake flour and 
add alternately with Vz cup of 
milk. Add 2 teaspoons of bak­ 
ing powder, and fold in 4 stiff­ 
ly beaten egg whites. Grease 
2 layer cake tins, either 8 or 9 
inch sizes (8 is better). Line the 
bottoms of the tins with waxed 
paper, and grease again. Divide 
the cake batter into the two 
tins, and bake in a 350° oven 
for 15 minutes, or until the 
cakes are golden brown on top, 
and test done. Turn the layers 
out onto waxed paper, and cool 
them slightly. 


THE FROSTING: 
Place 
2Vz 
cups of maple 
syrup in a pan and boil it until 
it spins a thread. Beat Va cup 
of egg whites until they are 
stiff, and then pour the hot 
syrup onto the egg whites, and 
continue 
beating 
until very 
thick and cold. Spread between 
the layers and over the outside 
of the cake. Sprinkle the top 
1 cup of granulated sugar, and ‘ with chopped nuts.

BLUSHING BUNNY 
3 tablespoons of butter or 
margarine 
3 tablespoons of flour 
3 cans of concentrated to­ 
mato soup 


Va lb. American cheese, cut 
in small pieces. 


First melt the butter; blend 
in flour. Then add undiluted 
soup 
and 
heat 
thoroughly. 
Add cheese, stirring gently un­ 
til it is melted.

Dr. Alfred Azevedo, director 
of the Marina Adult School in 
San Francisco, was the key­ 
noter at the recent academic 
workshop held under the au­ 
spices of Marin County Coun­ 
cil 
of 
Cooperative 
Nursery 
Schools in Olney Hall, College 
of Marin. 
Dr. Azevedo said he believed 
that the nursery school should 
provide for the child: an en­ 
vironment that will be a pleas­ 
ant learning situation; the op­ 
portunity to work and play and 
observe various materials, ob­ 
jects of nature and play situa­ 
tions that will stimulate his 
creativity; a social situation 
where he can feel free to ex­ 
press ideas and feelings in a 
democratic 
setting 
without 
fear of reproach and be ac­ 
cepted for what he is on his 
own merits. 
The speaker said the nur­ 
sery school should provide the 
parent with an opportunity: to 
observe his child and discover 
that he is no more shy nor ag­ 
gressive than many other chil­ 
dren; to share this learning 
experience with the child; to 
observe other children 
and 
their behavior; to learn from 
the wide variety of activities 
and experiences offered at nur­ 
sery school what children en­ 
joy and what they dislike; to 
learn how to organize activities 
for his own children; to learn 
the various ways children ex­ 
press emotions and to gain in­ 
sight into the feelings of the 
child in a given situation; to 
learn how each child must be 
protected from over-aggression 
yet to provide adequate out­ 
lets for the aggressive child 
so he can “let off steam”; to 
converse with other parents 
and the teachers on nursery 
school problems; to work and 
learn with other parents in a 
democratic way; and to work 
with other adults in securing 
better nursery schools by sup­ 
porting legislation and by ex­ 
erting the necessary pressure 
where indicated. Dr. Azevedo 
concluded by saying that it is 
' only by study and evaluation 
under expert guidance that 
i parents can change their out­ 
look and methods of handling 
their problems.

The four sections of the 
workshop were: “Can publicity 
and money management bring 
members 
to 
your 
nursery 
school?” Mrs. Robert Bastian, 
consultant in early childhood 
education and former director 
of the Tamalpais and Belvedere 


nursery schools, leader; “Chil­ 
dren’s 
program 
and 
equip­ 
ment,” Mrs. E. W. Egenberger, 
director of San Rafael Cooper­ 
ative Nursery School, leader; 
“What are the roles of parents 
and d i r e c t o r in nursery 
schools?’’ Dr. Samuel LeCount, 
director of adult school, College 
of Marin, leader; “Parent edu­ 
cation and orientation,” Mrs. 
Richard Hiatt, former director 
of the Child Care Center and 
parent education director, San 
Francisco State College, leader. 
SUMMARY 
The group summary was giv­ 
en by Dr. Milton Babitz, con­ 
sultant with the Bureau of 
Child Education at Sacramento. 
He said state legislation is now 
pending on making nursery ed­ 
ucation a part of the public 
school system, and he urged 
parents to discuss means to re­ 
store state funds being slashed 
from the adult education pro­ 
gram. Dr. Barbitz said that 
setting up goals for the nur­ 
sery school is important. He 


stated that adults stop learning 
because they do not take time 
to learn from new situations 
and that they must accept the 
challenge to keep the spark of 
learning alive. He said that 
the parent should utilize the 
technique of observation by be­ 
ing able to look critically at 
his own child and report ob­ 
jectively.

Bill Would Keep Medical 
Fees, Glasses Prices Secret 


It is not often that we come across a 
measure introduced in the state Legisla­ 
ture for which we can not see a reason. 
Some of the reasons are obscure and dif­ 
ficult to find; others are more obvious 
but so brashly in the interest of some 
special interest group they are almost 
laughable. 
But Assemblyman Byron Rumford of 
Berkeley has introduced a bill, AB 1627, 
for which there seems to be no real rea­ 
son and which obviously works to the 
distinct 
disadvantage 
of 
practically 
everyone. 
As explained officially by the legisla­ 
tive counsel, the bill: 
“Prohibits a physician and surgeon, 
dispensing optician, optometrist, chiro­ 
practor, or osteopath from disseminat­ 
ing any representations as to the cost or 
fee to be paid to such a person for a 
commodity sold or a service performed 
by such a person.” 
As we see this proposed law. a fellow 
going in to buy a pair of glasses might 
run into something like this: 
Optician: This is a nice pair of horn 


rims, but then you mignt nxe mis ligni- 
er metal rim. 
Customer: Which is more expensive? 
Optician: Sorry, it’s against the law to 
tell you. You'll know when you get my 
bill. Now which pair do you prefer?” 
Or take this case: 
Doctor: It looks- like we'll have to 
operate. 
Patient: Well all right, but how much 
money will I have to get together? 
Doctor: I’m not permitted to tell you, 
but I’ll send my bill as soon as I can. 
We can’t imagine that such a law 
would get anywhere in the legislative 
halls. Certainly the doctors, who urge 
patients to discuss financial problems 
before going ahead with treatment, 
can’t be behind the measure. Nor do 
we think any of the other professional 
groups would back it. 
But who would? Certainly not persons 
seeking medical care. They want to 
know what the cost will be. 
So please, Mr. Rumford, take another 
look at AB 1627. Maybe you had some­ 
thing else in mind when you introduced

NEW YORK .P — A boyish- 
looking ex-Army officer virtu­ 
ally unknown to the public is 
making a strong bid to be­ 
come America’s 
best-selling 
author. 
“I never bothered to learn 
to parse a sentence in school,” 
dryly rem arked John D. Mac­ 
Donald. But he now earns 
m ore in a year than Edgar 
Allan Poe earned in a lifetim e, 
and is creeping up fast on Ers- 
kine 
Caldwell 
and 
Mickey 
Spillane. 
This one-man fiction factory 
has turned out 38 books and 
some 500 short stories, novel­ 
ettes and serials — a total of 
more than 15 million words— 
since 1945. His books have 
sold some 14 million copies in 
10 countries. 
MacDonald, 42, first turned 
to his typew riter in 1944 when 
he was stationed with the Of­ 
fice of Strategic Services in 
Ceylon. 
“The only kind of letters 
you could get through censor­ 
ship then made pretty dull 
reading,” he recalled. “So, in­ 


stead of a letter, I wrote my 
wife a short story. 
“She sold it to a magazine 
for $25, and I decided right 
then th at it looked like an 
easy way to earn a living.” 
But it didn’t turn out to be 
so easy. In the four m onths 
of his term inal Army leave 
M a c D o n a l d wrote 800,000 
words — the equivalent of 10 
books — and lost 20 pounds. 
“It was pretty h o r r i b l e 
stuff,” he acknowledged, “but 
it taught me my trade 
At 
times I had 50 short stories in 
the mails at once. 
“W hen they came back re ­ 
jected and crinkled, I used to 
iron the pages flat to save the 
trouble of retyping them and 
send them out again. Later, 
I burned them all.” 


HE STARTED CLICKING in 
1946. 
MacDonald lives in Sara­ 
sota, Fla. 
He is so prolific that once 
he had four books published 
on successive days. 
His latest novel, a story of 


hijinks in an American art 
colony in Mexico, took him 20 
months. It gave him a lot of 
trouble. But during this same 
period he turned out four 
light suspense novels. 


WHAT QUALITIES make a 
writer? 


“ If you’re not by nature an 
omnivorous reader, f o r g e t 
about being a w riter,” he said. 
“The one thing that all w riters 
I know have in common is that 
they are all compulsive read­ 
ers. 


“Secondly, a w riter has to 
be an iconoclast. If you be­ 
lieve all that you are taught, 
read or told, you will have too 
standard a mind to become a 
writer. 
“You will lack an individual 
viewpoint of your own. This 
a w riter m ust have.”

Two little boys beat up a 
smaller boy. 
One of them 
grabbed him from behind by 
the elbow. The other socked him 
in the stomach repeatedly. Fin­ 
ally he kicked hirn, and knock­ 
ed him out. The two boys ran. 
This 
happened 
weeks 
ago. 
Their victim is still in bed. His 
internal 
organs 
were 
badly 
bruised and they’re slow to 
heal. 
The two boys were cAght 
promptly. 
They were asked 
where they’d learned to fight 
that way. Can you guess their 
answer? 
From TV, or course. 
They said they were copying 
an attack they’d seen on a pro­ 
gram. They had nothing against 
the smaller boy. 
He was a 
stranger. They just wanted to 
try out the technique. 
I hate this television vio­ 
lence. Some TV leaders claim 
their stories are no worse than 
the bloodthirsty fairy tales. 
But they’re wrong. 
When a 
child both hears and sees a 
brutal attack, he really feels it 
The effect is stronger than 
when he just hears about it 
from a book. Our children live 
with TV violence. 
Of course 
their standards are warped. 


How could they be otherwise? 
Do you know we’re the first 
parents'to permit this? 
No 
other generation of American 
boys and girls has been raised 
on such a constant diet of 
crime, assault and murder. The 
violent Saturday movie mati-, 
nees we used to see have been1 
replaced. 
Now the same stuff; 
comes every half hour every 
afternoon and evening, every 
day in the week, all year long. | 
Will your son and his pal: 
beat up a smaller boy? Maybe 
he has done that already. Or 
will he be the victim? 
Will 
he spend many weeks in bed 
recovering from an attack in­ 
spired by a TV program? 
It 
could happen, easily.
